eSubjects to their Prince. Thus tliey ftood upon 
Terms, and muft have their own Conditions to ruin 
the Nation; Nay, this dutiful manner of capitula- 
ting, bad {pread fo far, that every Under-ftrapper be- 
gan at length to perk up and aflume: He expefed 4 
Regiment ; or His Son muft be a Major 5 or His Bro- 
ther aColleé&or, elfe he threatned to Vore according to 
bis Confcience. : 

Another of their glorious Attempts, was the Claufe 
intended in the Bill for the Encouragement of Learn- 
ing ; for taking off the Obligation upon Fellows of 
Coliedges in Univerfi:ies to enter upon Holy 
Orders: The Defign of which, as 1 have heard the 
Undertakers often confefs, was to remove the Care 
of educating Youth out of the Hands of the Clergy, 
who are apt to infufe into their Pupils too great a 
Regard for the Church and the Monarchy.

Had the treated Her Royal Miftrefs 
with Infolence or Negleét ? Rad the enrich'd ber felf by 
along Prattice of Bribery, and obtaining Exorbitane 
Grants? Had the engrofs'd Her M———y's Favours, 
without admitting any Accefs but through ber Means ? 
Had the heaped Employments upon her fif, ber Family 
and Dependauts? "Had the an imperious, haughty Be- 
haviour ? Or, after all, was it a perfect Blunder and 


Miftake of one Perfon for another? 1 haveheard of a. 


Man who lay all Night on a rough Pavement ; and 
in the Morning, wondring whar ir could poffibly be, 
that made bim reft fo ill, happen’d to fee a Feather un- 
der him, and imputed the uneafinefs of his Lodging 


to That. I remember likewife the Story of a Giant’ 


in Rablais, who us'd to feed upon Wind-mills, but 
was unfortunately choak'd with a {mall lump of frefb 
Butier, before a warm Oven. 

And hete I cannot but obfetve how very refin'd 
fome People aré in their Generofity and Gratitude. 
There is a certain great Perfon (I thall not fay of 
what Sex) who for many Years paft, was the con- 
ftant Mark and Butt, againft which our prefent Male- 
contents us’d to difcharge their Refentment : Upon 
whom they beftow’d all the Terms of Scurrility, 
that Malice, Envy and Indignation cou’d invent ;

But to return: How could it be longer fuffer’d in 
a free Nation, that all Avenues to Preferment thould 
be fhut up, except a very few, when one or two 
ftood conftant Centry, who dockt all Favouts they 
handed down ; or ſpread a huge invifible Net,berween 
the Prince and Subject, thro” which nothing of Value 
could pafs? And here I cannot but admire at one 
Confequence from this Management, which is of an 
extraordinary Nature: Generally fpeaking, Princes 
who have ill Minifters are apt to fuffer in their Repu- 
tation, as well as in the Love of the People: But ir 
was not fo with rhe . When the Sun is over- 
caft by thofe Clouds he exhalés from the Earth, we 
ftill acknowledge his Light and Influence, and at laft 
find he can difpel and drive them down to the Hori- 
zon. The Wileft Prince, by the neceffiry of Affairs, 
the mifreprefentations of defigning Men, or the *1no- 
cent Miftakes, even of a good Predeceffor, may find 
himfelf encompafs’d by a Crew of Courtiers, whom 
Time, Opportunicy and Succefs, have miferably cor- 
rupted. And if he can fave himfelf and his People 
frown Ruin, under the worft Adminiftration, what may 
not his Subjects hope for, when with their univerfal 
—* be changes Hands,and makes ule of the beſt? 

nother great Objection with me againft the late
